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Ever  since  the  days  of  Queen  Elizabeth  (1658-1603) 
England  has  assumed  the  role  of  bully  on  the  high  seas  of  the 
world.  By  intrigue^  force  and  treachery  she  has  ruled  the  seas 
from  that  time  to  this. 

Whatever  nation  bade  fair  to  become  her  competitor  in  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  the  world  she  has  always  ruthlessly 
attacked  and  stricken  down. 

With  the  help  of  a  tempest  she  destroyed  the  Spanish 
Armada  and  crushed  the  growing  power  of  Spain  on  the  seas. 

Holland  having  by  industry  and  perseverance  risen  to  great 
importance  in  the  commerce  of  the  world,  in  1652  England 
declared  war  on  Holland,  and  finally  succeeded,  after  two  severe 
defeats  by  the  Dutch,  in  destroying  the  navies  of  Holland 
and  her  commerce. 

In  the  meantime,  under  Louis  XIV,  France  became  formid- 
able on  land  and  sea  and  threatened  England's  supremacy. 
England,  by  duplicity  and  bribery,  formed  an  alliance  with 
Sweden  and  Holland  and  attacked  France. 

During  the  existence  of  this  alliance  and  in  March,  1672, 
England  perfidiously  and  treacherously  attacked  and  endeav- 
ored to  capture  a  rich  Dutch  merchant  fleet  from  Smyrna,  the 
fleet  of  her  own  ally,  but  met  with  defeat.  In  fact,  from 
Henry  VIII  to  the  reign  of  James  I,  English  naval  ships 
were  commanded  by  pirates,  who  plundered  neutrals  and 
enemies  alike,  and  divided  their  loot  with  the  crown.  When 
Napoleon  became  the  head  of  the  French  nation  and  threat- 


ened  England,  the  dictator  of  Europe  and  the  bully  of  the 
"brine,"  England,  by  bribery,  intrigue  and  perfidy,  formed 
alliances  to  defeat  Napoleon  and  drive  French  commerce  from 
the  seas.  With  the  aid  of  Russia,  Prussia  and  several  smaller 
states  she  finally  succeeded,  and  sent  Napoleon  to  die  on  the 
desolate  cliffs  of  Saint  Helena. 

During  her  war  with  Napoleon,  England  domineered  the  seas. 
She  preyed  upon  the  commerce  of  neutrals,  including  our  own, 
with  utter  disregard  of  right  or  mercy.  Because  little  neutral 
Denmark  was  taking  some  of  her  trade,  she  sent  a  fleet  to 
Copenhagen  in  1807,  bombarded  and  burned  the  city,  killing 
hundreds,  including  many  women  and  children,  captured  fifty 
Danish  ships,  loaded  them  with  Danish  merchandise  and  all 
the  foodstuffs  in  reach  in  Denmark,  and  sailed  away,  leaving 
the  poor  harmless  Danes  without  shelter  and  without  food. 

England's  only  excuse  for  this  barbarous  outrage  was  that 
she  needed  the  ships  and  the  food  in  her  war  with  France. 
This  was  Lord  Palmerston's  only  excuse.  (See  Cobbett's  Par- 
liamentary Debates,  Vol.  10,  page  300  (1808). 

ENGLAND'S  CONTINUAL  AGGRESSION  ON  AMERI- 
CAN COMMERCE  AND  AMERICAN  RIGHTS  FROM 
COLONIAL  TIMES  TO  THE  PRESENT 

Among  the  many  grave  charges  against  the  British  Crown 
contained  in  our  Declaration  of  Independence  are  these: 

"For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world." 

"He  (the  King)  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts, 
burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people." 

"He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on 
the  high  seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become 
executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves 
by  their  hands." 

"He  has  excited  domestic  insurrection  amongst  us,  and  has 
endeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  mer- 
ciless Indian  savages  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an 
undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions." 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  and  after,  in  the  War  of 
1812-15,  England  turned  those  "merciless  Indians"  upon  our 
frontier  settlers  to  slaughter  indiscriminately  helpless  men, 
women  and  children,  and  paid  the  savages  royal  bounties  indis- 
criminately for  the  scalps. 


GERMANY  OUR  FRIEND. 

Let  all  true  Americans  remember  that  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution^  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia  was  our  steadfast 
friend^  and  sent  to  the  aid  of  Washington  artillery  and  many  of 
his  tried  and  true  officers^  including  Baron  Steuben,  who 
drilled,  armed,  clothed  and  disciplined  our  raw  troops;  and 
the  immortal  DeKalb  who  fell  at  Camden,  Let  it  be  remem- 
bered also,  that  from  that  day  to  this,  Germany  and  the  Ger- 
man people  have  been  the  firm  friends  of  the  American  people. 

EMBARGO— WASHINGTON,  JEFFERSON 

Following  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  England  continued 
her  piratical  course  toward  our  commerce  and  our  ships  on  the 
high  seas. 

England  being  at  war  with  France,  President  Washington 
did  not  hesitate  (in  1793)  to  declare  our  absolute  neutrality 
and  proclaim  an  embargo  on  exports  to  either  of  the  belliger- 
ents, and,  on  account  of  the  frequent  and  wilful  violation  of  our 
rights  as  a  neutral  by  England,  Washington  induced  Congress 
(March  26,  1794)  to  lay  an  embargo  of  absolute  non-intercourse 
between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain. 

During  the  terms  of  President  John  Adams  and  Thomas 
Jefferson,  England's  predatory  raids  on  our  ships  and  com- 
merce continued  with  increasing  aggravation.  "The  insolence 
of  the  British  naval  officers  was  at  length  carried  so  far  that 
in  June,  1807,  the  U.  S.  frigate  Chesapeake  was  stopped  near 
the  entrance  to  Chesapeake  Bay  by  the  British  man-of-war 
Leopard,  and  on  the  refusal  of  her  commander  to  submit  to  a 
search,  was  fired  on  and  twenty-one  of  her  crew  killed  or 
wounded.  Four  alleged  deserters  were  taken  from  her,  three 
of  whom  were  native  Americans." — President  Jefferson. 

THOMAS   JEFFERSON 

President  Jefferson  (the  reputed  father  of  the  Democratic 
Party),  on  his  own  motion  and  responsibility,  "interdicted  our 
harbors  and  waters  to  all  British  armed  vessels,  and  forbade 
all  intercourse  with  them."  Soon  thereafter  President  Jeffer- 
son convened  Congress  in  extra  session,  and  on  October  27, 
1807,  sent  to  Congress  his  celebrated  message  that  rings  like 
the  steel  of  true  democracy  and  Americanism  today. 
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The  message  is  too  long  to  be  quoted  in  full  here,  but  every 
American,  in  Congress  or  out  of  it,  ought  to  read  it  entire.  It 
fits,  covers  and  condemns  the  present  actions  and  aggressions 
of  England  on  our  commerce  and  ships  as  if  it  had  been  written 
by  inspiration  for  our  guidance  today  in  our  affairs  vrith  the 
British  bully.  If  we  had  a  patriot  and  statesman  in  the  presi- 
dential chair  instead  of  a  "stuffed  prophet,"  Thomas  Jefferson's 
message  in  substance  would  have  been  thundered  from  the 
White  House  months  ago. 

I  quote  briefly  from  Jefferson's  message: 

"To  former  violations  of  maritime  rights,  another  is  now 
added  of  very  extensive  effect.  The  government  of  that 
nation  (England)  has  issued  an  order  interdicting  all  trade 
by  neutrals  between  ports  not  in  amity  with  them;  and  being 
now  at  war  with  nearly  every  nation  on  the  Atlantic  and  Medi- 
terranean seas,  our  vessels  are  required  to  sacrifice  their 
cargoes  at  the  first  port  they  touch,  or  to  return  home  without 
the  benefit  of  going  to  any  other  market.  Under  this  new  law 
of  the  ocean,  our  trade  on  the  Mediterranean  has  been  swept 
away  by  seizures  and  condemnations,  and  that  in  other  seas  is 
threatened  with  the  same  fate." 

In  response  to  President  Jefferson's  message.  Congress  laid 
an  embargo  against  all  shipments  to  England  and  France,  and 
on  March  1,  1809,  at  the  urgent  request  of  President  Jef- 
ferson, Congress  interdicted  and  prohibited  all  trade  and  inter- 
course with  England  under  severe  penalties. 

This  brought  England  to  a  halt  for  a  brief  time,  and  then 
she  renewed  and  continued  her  aggressions,  piracies  and  insults, 
until  we  were  forced  into  the  War  of  1812  for  sheer  self-pres- 
ervation. 

OUR   SHIPS   AND   BRITISH    PIRATES 

The  white  wings  of  our  ships  of  commerce  had  begun  to  flap 
on  the  high  seas  and  in  the  ports  of  the  world.  They  com- 
peted and  interfered  with  the  trade  of  the  bully  of  the  seas. 
England  took  the  law  of  the  seas  into  her  own  hand,  tore  it  into 
"scraps  of  paper,"  and  stopped  and  captured  our  unarmed  mer- 
chant ships  at  her  pleasure.  She  took  and  impressed  American 
sailors  from  American  ships,  and  lorded  over  the  seven  seas 
like  a  grizzly  bear  on  a  sheep  ranch.  Whatever  she  wanted, 
she  took.     To  oppose  her  arrogant   demands   meant   capture 
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and  confiscation  or  destruction.     She  had  become  the  Captain 
Kidd — the  dreaded  pirate  of  the  seas. 

On  November  11,  1807,  the  British  "Order  in  Council"  for- 
bade neutral  ships  to  enter  French  ports  until  they  had  prc- 
riously  stopped  at  a  British  port,  submitted  to  search  and  paid 
a  duty.  The  British  "Orders  in  Council"  have  "gone  one 
better"  today,  by  requiring  all  neutral  ships  bound  to  or  from 
neutral  ports  on  the  North  Sea  (Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark 
and  Holland)  to  call  at  designated  English  ports  and  submit 
to  search,  detention  and  confiscation  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
British  bully;  and  our  pro-English  president  meekly  submits 
with  a  milk-and-water  protest  filed  months  afterwards. 

THE  WAR  OF   1812 

President  Madison,  who  succeeded  Jefferson  in  1809,  was  a 
man  of  peace,  at  almost  any  price.  For  three  years  he  strove 
by  negotiations  and  "pink  notes"  to  induce  England  to  abandon 
her  arbitrary  course  towards  American  shipping  and  to  modify 
her  despotic  "Orders  in  Council."  He  met  with  the  same 
insolent  rebuffs  that  the  Jersey  schoolmaster  is  swallowing  from 
the  British  Cabinet  today.  England  adhered  tenaciously  to  her 
"Orders  in  Council,"  and  American  ships  and  American  car- 
goes continued  to  be  seized  by  British  cruisers  and  confiscated 
in  British  admiralty  courts.  American  public  sentiment  became 
aroused  and  burst  into  flame  in  an  overwhelming  demand  for 
"War  on  perfidious  England  for  free  ships  and  sailors'  rights/' 

Madison  was  forced  to  comply  with  the  demand  of  Congress 
and  a  large  majority  of  the  people.  There  were  pro-British 
"Tories"  in  those  days,  as  there  were  in  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  as  there  are  in  these  United  States  today. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  "Tories"  of  today,  like  the 
"Tories"  of  1776  and  1812,  are  located  for  the  most  part  in 
New  England  and  New  York,  and  strut  the  streets  of  Boston 
and  "Manhattan"  like  the  "Tories"  of  old,  with  British  gold 
jingling  in  their  pockets. 

The  war  of  1812  was  a  draw  game.  The  British  destroyed 
our  ships  and  commerce  on  the  seas,  burnt  our  capital,  the 
president's  house,  and  looted  Washington.  They  set  the  crafty 
and  cruel  savages  upon  our  frontier  settlers  to  brain  and  scalp 
indiscriminately  men,  women  and  children ;  and  the  Indian  that 
brought  the  most  scalps  to  a  British  agent  received  the  biggest 
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bounty  in  guineas,  guns  and  British  medals.  England  block- 
aded our  coasts,  with  the  exception  of  the  coasts  of  New  Eng- 
land, occupied  by  mercenary  "Tories"  fattening  on  British  pap 
as  they  are  today.  Our  General  Hull  invaded  Canada  from 
Detroit,  got  "licked  to  a  frazzle"  by  General  Brock,  retreated 
in  a  panic  to  Detroit  and  there  surrendered  the  remnants  of  his 
"raw  recruits/'  the  post  of  Detroit  and  all  Michigan  to  the 
British  General  and  his  veterans. 

We  "licked  the  British"  at  Lundy's  Lane,  at  Plattsburg,  and 
their  fleet  on  Lake  Champlain.  Commodore  Perry  achieved  a 
glorious  victory  by  capturing  a  British  fleet  of  six  ships  on  Lake 
Erie.  Our  little  navy  and  our  privateers  did  brave  deeds  on 
the  ocean. 

At  New  Orleans,  on  January  8,  1815,  fifteen  days  after  the 
treaty  of  peace  was  signed  at  Ghent,  General  Andrew  Jackson 
with  6000  volunteers  won  his  noted  victory  over  the  British 
General  Pakenham  and  his  12,000  regulars.  Jackson  fought 
behind  breast-works  of  cotton  bales  and  lost  but  71  men,  while 
Pakenham  lost  over  2000  and  was  himself  killed  on  the  field. 

Thus  ended  the  war,  but  nothing  was  settled  by  it  or  the 
treaty  of  peace  at  Ghent.  England  continued  the  bully  of  the 
seas.  Napoleon  had  been  defeated  at  Waterloo  and  sent  a 
British  prisoner  to  St.  Helena. 

England  remained  the  pirate  of  the  seas,  and  in  Europe  the 
cock  of  the  walk,  while  our  Yankee  politicians  for  many  years 
enjoyed  the  pleasure  and  eclat  of  tickling  the  tail  of  the  British 
lion — on  the  stump  I 

THE  CRIMEAN  WAR. 

Russia,  following  the  policy  and  will  of  Peter  the  Great, 
had  not  only  extended  her  vast  semi-savage  empire,  threatening 
the  British  Empire  in  India,  but  she  had  begun  to  manufacture, 
and  to  build  ships  of  war  and  commerce  on  the  Baltic,  and  par- 
ticularly on  the  Black  sea,  the  outlet  of  which  is  the  Bosphorus 
and  the  Dardenelles.  The  capture  of  Constantinople  on  the 
Bosphorus  as  a  means  of  free  access  to  the  Mediterranean  and 
the  Atlantic  had  been  the  dream  of  Peter  the  Great,  and  he 
left  its  accomplishment  in  his  political  will  to  his  successors  on 
the  throne  of  Russia. 

But  the  opening  of  the  Bosphorus  and  the  Dardanelles  to 
Russia's  ships  on  the  Black  sea  threatened  sharp  competition 
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with  British  trade  and  commerce  on  the  Mediterranean  and 
even  on  the  Atlantic. 

Russia  had  built  a  great  fortress  in  the  Crimea  at  Sebastopol 
as  a  naval  base  for  her  increasing  navy  on  the  Black  Sea  and 
for  her  rapidly  growing  merchant  marine.  This  threatened 
not  only  Constantinople  and  Turkey^  but  England,  always  fore- 
sighted,  saw  that  it  threatened  British  trade. 

So  in  1853  England,  following  her  long-time  custom  and 
practice  when  she  wanted  to  attack  a  rival,  formed  an  ^'Entente 
Cordiale"  with  France,  Sardinia  and  Turkey  to  smash  Russia 
on  the  Black  Sea,  destroy  Sebastopol  and  keep  Turkey  astride 
the  Bosphorus  and  the  Dardanelles. 

Ever  since  the  downfall  of  Napoleon  I,  France  has  been  the 
ready  tool  of  England  and  more  than  once  the  victim  of  Eng- 
land's cunning  and  duplicity,  as  she  is  today. 

In  1854  the  combined  ** Entente  Cordiale"  attacked  Sebas- 
topol. They  besieged  that  great  fortress  and  fought  the  Rus- 
sians on  land  and  sea  till  September  8,  1855,  when  the  Malakoff 
and  the  Redan  towers  were  stormed  and  taken  by  the  French 
and  the  Turks,  and  the  Russians  blew  up  their  great  fortress 
and  retired  to  another  on  the  north  side  of  the  harbor. 

Having  destroyed  the  great  fortress,  the  costly  docks,  ar- 
senals and  ship-yards  of  Sebastopol,  and  the  entire  navy  and 
merchant  marine  of  Russia  on  the  Black  Sea,  England  was  sat- 
isfied, and  in  the  autumn  of  1856  the  allies  "withdrew  in  good 
order — covered  with  glory."     England  paid  the  bills. 

The  British  did  but  little  of  the  fighting  in  the  Crimea,  and 
all  the  glory  they  got  out  of  it  was  Tennyson's  "Charge  of 
the  Light  Brigade"  (at  Balaclava).  General  Canrohert,  who 
witnessed  the  charge,  exclaimed:  **C'est  magnifique,  mais  ce 
n*est  pas  la  guerre.** 

OUR  CIVIL  WAR. 

Meantime,  between  1815  and  1861,  our  merchant  ships, 
favored  by  wise  legislation  and  protected  from  the  predatory 
raids  of  Great  Britain  by  the  patriotic  sentiment  of  our  people 
and  their  determination  to  defend  our  ships  and  sailors  by 
war  if  necessary,  had  wonderfully  increased  in  numbers  and 
tonnage.  They  furled  their  sails  and  dropped  their  anchors  in 
every  important  port  in  both  hemispheres.  In  February,  1854, 
Commodore  Perry  with  seven  ships  of  war  entered  the  port  of 
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Yeddo,  Japan,  and  by  the  treaty  of  Kanagawa,  opened  Japan 
to  the  commerce  of  the  United  States.  Our  trade  with  Russia, 
China,  South  and  Central  America  had  rapidly  increased.  In 
1867-8  American  genius  and  American  capital  laid  the  first 
Atlantic  cable  between  America  and  Ireland,  giving  almost 
instantaneous  communication  between  the  United  States  and 
Europe,  greatly  facilitating  our  commerce. 

But  in  April,  1861,  our  deplorable  Civil  War  between  the 
North  and  the  South  opened  with  a  crash  at  Charleston.  There 
had  been  for  years  "an  irrepressible  conflict"  between  Slavery 
and  "Free  Soil"  in  the  United  States.  It  culminated  in  the 
election  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the  presidency  in  1860  and  the 
secession  of  nearly  all  of  the  slave-holding  states. 

The  two  vital  issues  between  the  South  and  the  North  were 
these :  ( 1 )  Shall  slavery  be  confined  to  the  (then)  slave  states, 
or  shall  it  be  extended  over  free  territories  owned  and  con- 
trolled, under  the  federal  government,  by  all  the  states.^  (2) 
Shall  the  Union  of  the  States  be  dissolved  and  broken  up,  and 
our  great  American  Republic  destroyed.'' 

There  was  no  intent  on  the  part  of  the  North,  or  Abraham 
Lincoln,  to  attack  and  abolish  slavery  in  the  states  where  it 
then  existed. 

In  April,  1861,  the  Confederate  batteries  opened  on  Fort 
Sumpter  in  Charleston  harbor  and  the  deadly  conflict  began. 

For  four  bloody  years  our  American  brothers  of  the  North 
and  the  South  were 

"Fighting  like  devils  for  conciliation. 
An'  shooting  each  other  for  the  love  of  God." 

With  few  exceptions  the  sympathies  of  enlightened  men  in 
all  Europe,  and  markedly  in  Germany,  were  with  the  North. 
Even  among  the  middle  (anti-slavery)  class  of  England  we 
had  friends :  John  Bright,  John  Mason  Neale,  Thomas  Hughes, 
Richard  Cobden,  Meredith  Townsend,  J.  K.  Ludlow,  and  other 
brave  men  faced  the  obloquy  of  upholding  the  cause  of  Liberty 
in  its  darkest  hour.  But  they  were  a  handful  against  a  host; 
and  all  the  organs  of  opinion, — The  Times,  The  Saturday 
Review,  Punch,  etc.,  turned  their  guns  upon  them  and  denounced 
them  as  enemies  of  England ! 

The  British  Cabinet,  the  British  boards  of  trade,  the  manu- 
facturers, the  shipping  interests  and  the  aristocracy  were  hos- 
tile to  Lincoln  and  the  North  from  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
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The  London  Times,  The  Manchester  Guardian,  The  Edin- 
burgh Review,  and  most  other  prominent  papers  and  periodicals 
in  Great  Britain  predicted  and  rejoiced  that  the  Union  of  the 
States  was  broken  up  forever.  "It  is  a  good  day  for  Great 
Britain,"  said  the  London  Times;  "our  growing  rival  in  com- 
merce is  committing  suicide  .  .  .  It  is  to  England's  interest 
for  the  Southern  States  to  win,  and  they  will  win.  The  wings 
of  the  boastful  American  Eagle  are  not  merely  clipped,  they 
are  broken." 

Mean  attacks  on  the  North  and  warm  sympathy  for  the  South 
appeared  in  the  British  papers  constantly  up  to  the  day  of 
Lee's  surrender  to  Grant  at  Appomattox.  The  reports  of  our 
battles  were  systematically  "doctored"  in  favor  of  the  Confed- 
erates, as  the  war  reports  are  "doctored"  in  London  today. 

At  every  success  of  Southern  arms  the  British  press  openly 
rejoiced.  On  receiving  the  report  of  the  first  Battle  of  Bull 
Run  the  English  newspapers  in  exultant  head-lines  and  edi- 
torials proclaimed  that  Beauregard  had  captured  Washington ! 
When  the  battle  of  Antietam  was  fought  the  British  press  an- 
nounced a  great  victory  for  Lee — that  Lincoln  had  fled  from 
the  Capitol  which  Lee  would  capture  immediately;  and  many 
of  them  expressed  the  hope  that  Lee  would  burn  the  capitol 
and  destroy  Washington  more  completely  than  the  British 
General  Ross  had  done  in  1814!  The  very  next  day  they 
received  an  authentic  report  that  Lee  was  whipped  and  in  full 
retreat  across  the  Potomac,  hut  they  forgot  to  publish  it!  They 
described  Abraham  Lincoln  as  a  gawky — "an  uncouth,  ignorant, 
knock-kneed  backwoodsman  who  had  never  before  done  any- 
thing but  hunt  coons,  build  log-cabins,  and  split  rails." 

They  printed  and  posted  all  over  London,  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Birmingham,  and  in  every  important  town  in  England 
placard-cartoons  representing  Lincoln  as  a  baboon  in  top-boots, 
with  a  corn-cob  pipe  in  his  mouth,  a  coon-skin  cap  on  his  head, 
and  a  silly  leer  on  his  lips. 

British  arsenals  and  Birmingham  furnished  the  Confederates 
muskets,  cannon  and  ammunition,  and,  defying  our  blockade, 
ran  them  into  Southern  ports  in  clipper-ships  and  even  naval 
cruisers  and  took  Confederate  cotton  and  "cotton-bonds"  in 
payment.  Their  men-of-war  paraded  up  and  down  our  coasts, 
continually  in  a  threatening  manner. 

The  Confederate  "emissaries,"  Mason  and  Slidell,  were  taken 
by   Captain  Wilkes,   U.    S.   N.,  in   October,    1861,   from   the 


British  mail  steamer  (and  blockade-runner)  Trent.  The  British 
cabinet  demanded  their  "immediate  release."  Secretary  Seward 
complied,  with  a  stinging  reply,  in  which  he  accepted  England's 
demand  as  an  adoption  of  the  American  doctrine  rvhich  denied 
the  right  of  search  of  neutral  ships, — a  right  which  Britain 
had  claimed  and  exercised  on  our  ships  from  the  Revolution 
up  to  and  after  the  War  of  1812.  That  very  claim  of  right 
of  search  by  Britain  and  its  exercise  on  our  ships  was  the 
cause  of  our  declaration  of  war  in  1812 ! 

How  is  England  treating  our  and  other  neutral  merchant 
ships  today?  She  hardly  takes  time  or  trouble  to  search 
them;  she  runs  them  into  British  ports  and  confiscates  their 
cargoes  whether  contraband  or  not — even  if  they  are  billed 
to  America  from  neutral  ports  and  happen  to  contain  something 
made  or  born  in  Germany.  i 

Do  you  think  that  if  a  Jefferson,  a  Jackson,  a  Lincoln,  a 
Grant,  a  Cleveland,  or  any  man  but  a  demagogue  with  "America 
first"  on  his  lips  and  the  interests  of  the  Morgan  British- 
American  Billionaire  Syndicate  and  their  gun  and  munition 
makers  in  his  heart,  would  submit  to  these  almost  daily  British 
outrages,  and  file  only  a  milk-and-water  protest  after  they  had 
been  going  on  for  a  year  and  steadily  increasing  in  audacity, 
insult  and  injury.'* 

BRITISH   "NEUTRALITY"   IN   OUR  CIVIL  WAR 
ERICSSON  AND  HIS  MONITOR. 

It  is  a  fact  known  to  diplomats  for  years  that  the  British 
Cabinet  was  intriguing  and  plotting  with  Louis  Napoleon, 
Emperor  of  France,  to  intervene  in  our  Civil  war,  sever  New 
England  and  New  York  from  the  North  and  annex  them  to 
Canada,  and  add  the  then  territory  of  W^ashington  and  the 
States  of  Oregon  and  California  to  British  Columbia,  detach 
Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  from  the  South  and  add  them 
to  Mexico  to  form  a  new  empire  in  America,  under  an  emperor 
to  be  named  and  protected  by  France  and  England.  Spain 
was  at  first  in  the  scheme,  but  withdrew.  The  only  power  in 
Europe  that  threatened  to  block  this  perfidious  scheme  was 
Prussia — the  steady  and  stalwart  friend  of  the  United  States, 
with  King  William  at  her  head  and  Bismarck  already  the 
power  behind  the  throne. 

It  was  Bismarck — while  ambassador  at  Paris — that  smelled 
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out  the  deep-laid  scheme ;  and  doubtless  he  was  instrumental  in 
the  withdrawal  of  Spain.  Whereupon  Napoleon  III  turned 
to  Austria^  then  at  enmity  with  Prussia,  and  finally  with  the 
secret  concurrence  of  the  British  Cabinet  induced  Maximilian, 
Archduke  of  Austria,  to  accept  (in  1864)  the  Mexican  crown. 

But  it  was  Ericsson's  little  ironclad  Moritor — the  "Cheese- 
box/'  on  a  low  iron  deck,  that  made  England  open  her  eyes  and 
hesitate. 

The  Confederate  iron-clad  "Merrimac"  had  sunk  and  de- 
stroyed several  of  our  wooden  men-of-war  in  Hampton  Roads 
in  March,  1862,  when  suddenly  Ericsson's  little  Monitor  ap- 
peared on  the  scene  and  knocked  the  "Merrimac"  into  a  mass 
of  scrap  iron. 

England's  navy  was  then  a  wooden  navy,  like  our  own.  The 
little  "Cheese-box"  with  practically  nothing  but  the  revolving 
gun-turret  of  steel  above  the  water-line,  was  built  and  com- 
pleted in  100  days,  and  John  Ericsson  and  Uncle  Sam  were 
building  a  lot  of  them.  English  Admirals  began  immediately 
to  scratch  their  heads,  cuss  the  Yankees  and  "damn  their 
heyes."  The  British  admiralty  couldn't  find  out  just  "how  that 
little  sea-devil  was  built";  but  they  saw  the  result  and  had  a 
wholesome  respect  and  dread  of  the  "little  sea  devil."  They 
tried  to  bribe  Ericsson.  Their  "Tories"  in  New  York  tried  to 
steal  the  plans.  No  go !  and  the  British  sea-dogs  took  to  their 
grog  and  damned  their  own  "heyes !" 

The  "little  sea-devil"  halted  and  probably  prevented  British 
direct  intervention  in  our  Civil  War,  and  while  England  cun- 
ningly egged  on  Louis  Napoleon's  Mexican  scheme  she  prud- 
ently concluded  to  "wait  and  see." 

Meantime  she  ran  our  blockades  and  built  Alahamas,  Shen- 
andoahs  and  Floridas  for  the  Confederates,  armed  them  with 
cannon  from  her  arsenals  and  "loaned"  them  her  "Jackies"  and 
best  gunners  to  prey  on  our  ships  and  destroy  our  commerce. 

She  intentionally  and  "with  malice  aforethought"  destroyed 
our  merchant  marine  and  "wiped  out"  our  commerce  on  the  seas. 

She  deliberately  did  us  hundreds  of  millions  of  damage,  and 
finally  after  the  war,  settled  for  $15,600,000! 

In  a  masterful  speech  in  the  United  States  Senate  in  April, 
1869,  Charles  Sumner,  the  great  senator  from  Massachusetts, 
ranking  by  the  side  of  Daniel  Webster,  in  discussing  the  so- 
called  "Alabama  Claims,"  said: 
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"The  truth  must  be  told,  not  in  anger,  but  in  sadness.  Eng- 
land has  done  to  the  United  States  an  injury  most  difficult  to 
measure.  Considering  when  it  was  done  and  in  what  com- 
plicity, it  is  most  unaccountable.  At  a  great  epoch  of  history, 
not  less  momentous  than  that  of  the  French  Revolution  or  that 
of  the  Reformation,  when  civilization  was  fighting  a  last  battle 
with  Slavery,  England  gave  her  influence,  her  material  re- 
sources, to  that  rvicked  cause,  and  flung  a  sword  into  the  scale 
with  Slavery/' 

Gambetta,  the  eminent  French  statesman,  said: 

"England  can  never  wipe  away  that  stain  on  her  integrity 
and  honor:  she  stood  for  slavery  against  freedom  for  her 
sordid  trade." 

When  the  French  army  suddenly  got  homesick  and  evacu- 
ated Mexico  hypocritical  England  tried  to  claim  credit  for 
it  among  our  "innocents  abroad." 

THE  FRANCO-PRUSSIAN  WAR. 

From  the  close  of  the  Napoleonic  wars  in  1815  up  to  1870 
France  had  rapidly  recovered  her  strength.  Her  manufactures 
and  her  commerce  had  by  1870  grown  enormously,  and  she 
had  become  a  rival  of  England  on  the  high  seas  and  in  the 
world's  trade. 

Louis  Napoleon  was  in  some  respects  a  sane  ruler.  He 
revised  and  rebuilt  Paris  and  made  it  the  finest  city  in  the 
world.  Under  him  it  became  the  center  of  fashion,  opulence 
and  display,  to  which  the  buzzing  flies  of  fashion  flocked  from 
the  four  quarters  of  the  earth  to  spend  their  money  "in  the 
swim."  A  la  elite  du  monde  London  had  become  a  "has  been" — 
passe  even  to  titled  Englishmen;  and  London  and  the  "nation 
of  shop-keepers"  chafed.  But  Louis  Napoleon  had  in  him  a 
big  streak  of  vanity  and  ambition  that  "o'er-leaped  itself." 
He  was  not  content  to  remain  in  the  shadow  of  his  uncle.  He 
had  "fleshed  his  sword"  at  Montebello,  Magenta,  Marignano, 
and  Solferino  in  the  Italian-French  war  on  Austria.  It  only 
whetted  his  appetite  for  glory.  He  longed  to  eclipse  the  vic- 
tories of  his  illustrious  uncle  at  "The  battle  of  the  Pyramids," 
Marengo,  Hohenlinden,  Austerlitz,  Jena,  Friedland  and  Wa- 
gram.  So  he  deliberately  "picked  a  quarrel"  with  Prussia. 
The  hatred  of  Napoleon  against  Prussia  had  been  growing 
for  some  time,  beginning  with  Bismarck's  opposition  to  "the 
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scheme  in  Mexico"  and  Germany's  friendship  for  the  North  m 
our  Civil  War.  At  the  close  of  our  war  Napoleon's  "Grand 
Scheme  in  Mexico"  collapsed.  Bazaine  and  his  French  army 
"suddenly  got  homesick"  and  were  withdrawn,  leaving  Maxi- 
milian to  his  fate.  He  was  captured  and  shot  by  the  Mexicans. 
Napoleon  was  smarting  under  his  "grand  fiasco"  and  was  thirst- 
ing for  Gloire  to  wipe  out  the  stain  on  his  crown.  In  1870 
the  Spanish  crown  was  offered  to  Leopold  of  Hohenzollern. 
Napoleon  demanded  that  the  King  of  Prussia  should  compel 
that  prince  to  refuse  to  accept  it.  King  William  declined, 
and  although  Leopold  himself  renounced  the  crown.  Napoleon 
suddenly  declared  war  on  Prussia  without  excuse ! 

Napoleon's  large  army,  although  burnished  and  brave  on 
parade,  had  been  weakened  by  lack  of  drill  and  discipline. 
The  officers  had  spent  their  time  in  the  gaieties  and  corruptions 
of  Paris.  The  French  army  was  defective  in  almost  every- 
thing essential  to  the  equipment  and  rapid  movement  of  troops. 
Its  commissary  was  rotten,  owing  to  the  corruption  of  con- 
tractors and  officers.  Bazaine  led  the  3rd  army  corps  of  300,- 
000  men.  They  marched  to  the  frontier  under  blazing  banners, 
to  the  blare  of  bugles  and  the  bray  of  drums,  yelling 

A  BERLIN!    A  BERLIN! 


On  the  seventh  week  Bazaine  surrendered  his  army,  reduced 
to  175,000  to  the  Germans  at  Metz.  Napoleon  with  a  grand 
flourish  of  trumpets  took  command  in  person  of  the  "Grand 
Armee"  of  the  veteran  General  Macmahon.  Within  thirty  days 
Napoleon  and  the  "Grand  Armee"  were  surrounded,  and  sur- 
rendered to  King  William  and  Bismarck  at  Sedan. 

Thus  ended  the  "Gloire"  of  Napoleon  III,  and  the  humilia- 
tion of  France  began. 

ENGLAND  IN  IT. 

England  was  chuckling  and  laughing  in  her  sleeves.  She 
had  egged  on  Napoleon  into  Mexico  and  deserted  him  in  fear 
of  Grant  and  his  veterans,  and  the  Ericsson  "sea-devils"  that 
guarded  our  harbors.  She  had  craftily  and  secretly  egged 
Napoleon  on  to  declare  war  on  Prussia,  for  the  perfidious  pur- 
pose of  seeing  France  and  her  growing  commerce  crushed. 
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ALSACE-LORRAINE. 

Le  Grand  Monarque — Louis  XIV  of  France,  in  1670,  by 
force  of  arms,  and  British  Treachery,  wrested  Lorraine  from 
the  Germans.  He  had  previously  occupied  Alsace.  He  imme- 
diately placed  them  under  the  dominion  of  France  where  they, 
although  two-thirds  of  the  people  are  of  German  blood  and 
speak  only  German  or  "Platt-Deutsch,"  remained  until  Bis- 
marck at  the  close  of  the  Franco-Prussian  War  compelled 
France  to  return  them  to  the  Germans.  The  people  of  Alsace 
and  Lorraine  are  no  more  French  in  language,  customs,  habits, 
traditions  and  sympathy  than  the  Hollanders,  the  Swiss,  or  the 
Luxemburgers ;  and  yet  crafty  England,  pricking  continually 
the  sensitive  pride  of  little  Johnny  Crapaud,  wheedled  France, 
to  her  own  ruin,  into  this  unholy  war  on  Germany — ^yelling 

Revanche!    Revanche!    Revanche! 

because  in  the  treaty  of  peace  in  1871  France  was  compelled 
to  return  to  the  Germans  territory  and  people  that  in  all  con- 
science belonged  to  Germany.  Poor  France !  she  has  already 
learned  how  dearly  she  is  paying  for  her  low  spirit  of  revenge. 
The  day  will  come,  and  it  is  not  far  off,  when  honest,  but 
deluded.  Frenchmen  will  curse  England  for  her  trickery  and 
their  own  woes. 

ENGLISH  INTRIGUE. 

That  England  planned  and  intrigued  for  this  war  on  Ger- 
many for  more  than  ten  years  before  she  gave  Russia  and 
France  the  counter-sign  to  draw  the  scalping-knife  and  let 
loose  the  wolves  of  war  for  the  purely  selfish  purpose  on  her 
part  of  destroying  the  commerce,  trade  and  ships  of  Germany, 
is  now  so  plain  to  every  intelligent  man  in  America,  that  it 
seems  like  saying  "two  and  two  make  four"  to  repeat  the 
patent  fact.  But  there  are  vnaxij  honest  people  who  read  only 
newspapers  and  magazines  whose  proprietors  and  editors  strut 
the  streets  with  J.  P.  Morgan's  British  gold  jingling  in  their 
pockets,  who  really  think  today  that  tender-hearted  and  pious 
old  John  Bull  is  in  this  war  only  because  Germany  marched 
into  and  through  Belgium  to  defend  herself  by  getting  in  the 
first  blow  on  her  deadly  enemy — France,  whose  troops  were 
already  in  Belgium,  and  Earl  Grey  had  refused  to  say  that 
England  would  remain  neutral  if  Germany  kept  her  feet  off 
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Belgian  soil — which  Germany  offered  to  pledge  if  England 
would  engage  to  remain  neutral: — British  White  Book  Paper 
No.  123. 

THE  CRIME  OF  SARAJEVO,  JUNE  28,  1914 

The  treacherous  assassination  of  the  crown  prince  of  Austria 
and  his  wife  was  planned  by  Serbian  officers  and  Russian  emis- 
saries in  the  capital  of  Servia-  under  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
King  Peter  Karageorgevich,  the  creature  of  Russia,  who  had 
himself  been  placed  on  the  throne  by  Russia  as  her  tool  after 
the  cruel  and  revolting  murder  of  the  independent  King  Alex- 
ander and  his  queen  Draga,  in  the  royal  palace  by  Russian 
emissaries  and  Pan-Slav  assassins  in  1903. 

The  crown  prince  of  Austria  was  rapidly  winning  the  respect 
and  love  of  the  Slavs  in  Austria  and  Hungary.  The  aim  of 
Pan-Slavism  as  preached  and  propagated  in  the  Balkan  states 
and  among  the  many  Slavs  in  Austria  and  Hungary  was,  and 
is,  to  cement  them  into  one  mass  in  the  Greek  Church  under 
the  Tsar  of  Russia  as  the  spiritual  and  physical  head  of  the 
people  of  that  religion,  in  short,  the  infallible  Pope  of  the 
Greek  Church  and  the  father  of  all  its  children. 

The  foul  assassination  of  the  crown  prince  of  Austria  and 
his  wife  at  Sarajevo,  June  28,  1914,  by  Slav  assassins  and 
Russian  emissaries,  was  deliberately  planned  and  executed  to 
start  the  war  against  Austria-Hungary  and  Germany.  ''The 
Entente  Cordiale"  had  planned  to  crush  Germany  and  dismem- 
ber and  divide  up  the  Austro-Hungarian  and  Turkish  empires. 
From  the  very  day  of  that  deliberate  political  international 
murder  Russia  and  France  began  secretly  to  mobilize  their 
armies  and  England  to  concentrate  and  mobilize  her  navy. 
Each  party  to  the  unholy  "Entente  Cordiale"  knew  what  that 
murder  meant,  and  what  it  was  deliberately  planned  for! 
France,  Russia  and  England  were  ready  for  the  tap  of  the 
drum:  France  for  Revenge,  Russia  to  dismember  Austria- 
Hungary,  hew  her  way  to  the  Adriatic,  take  Constantinople, 
and  the  northern  state  of  Germany  on  the  North  Sea,  England 
at  any  cost  to  crush  Germany,  her  growing  and  daring  rival 
in  trade,  who  threatened  her  piratical  monopoly  of  the  seas ! 

The  British  cabinet  felt  constrained  to  take  desperate 
chances,  especially  with  the  great  Brute  Bear;  but  England 
had  taken  desperate  chances  before,  and  won  out  by  bribery, 
duplicity  and  treachery — by  setting  her  own  duped  allies  by 
the  ears ! 
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Hypocritical  England  always  invents  a  pious  pretense  for 
her  wrongs  and  robberies;  she  wanted  a  plausible  excuse  for 
entering  the  war  she  had  adroitly  and  perfidiously  planned 
with  France  and  Russia.  She  has  played  that  lying  excuse, 
the  "Belgian  outrage/'  for  all  it  is  worth  on  "innocents"  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  especially  in  the  United  States.  She 
is  playing  her  old  game  of  crushing  her  rival  on  the  seas  by 
inducing  other  nations,  by  trickery,  bully  and  bribe,  to  help 
her  and  do  the  most  of  her  bloody  work. 

AMERICA  DUPED. 

England  knows  the  power  of  public  sentiment  in  America. 
So  she  laid  her  plans  to  capture  it  before  the  war  began. 
Ever  since  our  Civil  War  she  has  kept  a  strong  lobby  in  our 
financial  capital.  New  York  City,  and  made  it  to  the  financial 
interests  of  our  millionaire  bankers,  and  many  of  our  politicians, 
to  play  into  her  hands.  Her  wires,  radiating  from  Wall  Street, 
reach  not  only  Boston,  Albany  and  Oyster  Bay,  but  they  reach 
Buffalo,  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles,  and  every  other  city  of  importance  in  the  United 
States.  She  has  laid  her  underground  wires  from  Wall  Street 
to  Washington  where  they  run  under  and  into  the  Wliite  House 
and  the  Capitol.  Of  late  years  she  has  kept  her  paid  American 
lawyers  in  Washington  or  at  call.  Whenever  anything  threat- 
ens her  interests  or  policies  in  Congress  or  the  White  House 
they  hasten  to  "lodge"  a  protest  and  "root"  for  England. 

Some  of  our  newspapers  have  been  in  the  pay  of  the  British 
Cabinet  for  years.  Just  before  the  war,  and  while  Lord  Hal- 
dane  of  England  and  President  Poincaire  of  France  were  on 
their  j  oint  j  ourney  to  St.  Petersburg  to  make  arrangements  for 
opening  the  coming  war  on  Germany,  Earl  Grey  sent  Lord 
Northcliffe,  proprietor  of  the  London  Times,  over  to  New  York 
to  help  J.  P.  Morgan  and  his  British- American  Syndicate  sub- 
sidize and  "corral"  our  principal  newspapers  and  magazines, 
to  handle  and  warp  public  opinion  in  America  against  Germany. 
How  well  they  did  the  "job"  was  soon  apparent.  Northcliffe 
filled  their  columns,  day  after  day  and  week  after  week,  with 
dreadful  German  "atrocities  in  Belgium"  manufactured  in 
London!  England  got  in  her  "dirty  work"  at  both  ends  of 
the  line.  She  is  still  at  it.  When  one  lie  is  exposed  and  nailed 
down  she  springs  a  half  dozen  more  "ready  made."     The  Lon- 
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don  Daily  Liar  has  a  special  department  for  the  manufacture 
of  falsehoods  against  Germany  and  taffy  for  Americans.  They 
are  cabled  to  New  York  over-night  for  American  breakfast 
tables  next  morning. 

AMERICAN  SHIPPING  AND  COMMERCE. 

We  have  never  recovered  our  shipping  interests  since  Eng- 
land's Alabama's^  Shenandoah's  and  Florida's  sunk  our  ships 
and  destroyed  our  commerce  during  our  Civil  War.  But  we 
had  well  begun  when  this  war  began,  notwithstanding  the 
British  lobby  in  Washington  and  their  Democratic  tools  in 
Congress  kept  us  from  building  up  our  merchant  marine  by 
preferential  duties  and  subsidies,  as  England  and  every  other 
maritime  nation  in  the  world  have  done  and  continue  to  do. 

We  dug  the  Panama  Canal  at  enormous  expense,  not  yet  com- 
putable, for  the  benefit,  as  our  nation  supposed,  of  our  shipping 
merchant  and  naval;  we  fixed  a  rate  of  tolls  32  cents  per  ton 
less  than  England  charges  our  ships  passing  through  her  Suez 
canal,  which  cost  to  construct  less  than  one-third  as  much  as 
the  Panama.  The  Act  of  Congress  provided  that  our  coast- 
wise shipping  should  pass  through  our  canal  free  of  tolls. 
England  protested. 

She  induced  Mr.  Wilson,  the  little  man  in  the  White  House, 
belying  the  Democratic  platform  on  which  he  was  elected  and 
his  own  pledges,  to  go  before  Congress  in  person  and  beg  for 
the  repeal  of  the  clause  granting  free  tolls  to  our  coastwise 
ships,  to  help  him,  as  he  said,  out  of  a  dilemma.  He  has  never 
told  Congress  or  the  American  people  what  that  dilemma  was 
— but  as  he  was  chewing  Mexican  cactus  at  that  time  and 
"Mother  England"  was  feeding  him  "taffy,"  he  was  perhaps 
suffering  with  indigestion  and  college  cramps.  England's 
advocates  and  defenders,  Elihu  Root  and  Senator  Lodge, 
hastened  to  his  relief  and  finally  succeeded,  with  the  "help"  of 
J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co.,  in  rooting  America's  birthright  out  of 
the  bill. 

THE   ALMIGHTY   DOLLAR   AND   AMERICAN    NEU- 
TRALITY 

The  only  god  worshipped  in  the  United  States  is  "The 
Almighty  Dollar."     It  is  the  same  old  "Molten  Calf." 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses :  Go,  get  thee  down ;  for  thy 
people  which  thou  broughtest  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  have 
corrupted  themselves. 
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They  have  turned  aside  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  I  com- 
manded them :  they  have  made  a  molten  calf  (of  gold)  and  have 
worshipped  it,  and  have  sacrificed  thereunto." — Exodus  xxxii, 
7,  8,  19  to  24  inclusive. 

The  Golden  Calf  sits  in  the  sanctums  of  many,  indeed  most, 
of  our  big  newspapers  and  magazines  today.  He  "ba-as"  from 
the  pulpits  of  our  churches,  bellows  in  the  halls  of  Congress 
for  his  father,  John  Bull,  and  blats  for  the  paps  of  his  "Mother 
England." 

The  days  of  the  hardy,  frugal  and  patriotic  pioneers  are 
past.  The  great  mass  of  our  one  hundred  millions  of  people 
find  themselves  "cabined,  cribbed,  confined" — hedged  in  in 
great  cities,  factories  and  mines  owned  and  controlled  by  syn- 
dicates of  multi-millionaires  whose  only  god  is  the  Almighty 
Dollar, 

Our  immense  public  domain  of  billions  of  acres  of  agricul- 
tural lands  have  been  practically  squandered,  or  "gobbled  up" 
by  British- American  railway  corporations  and  other  syndi- 
cates whose  headquarters  for  years  have  been  in  London,  and 
whose  hindquarters  are  in  Wall  street. 

The  squandering  and  gobbling  up  of  our  vast  free  domain  of 
poor  man's  land  has  practically  occurred  in  the  last  fifty  years 
— since  the  end  of  our  Civil  War.  Fifty  years  ago  great  herds 
of  buflfalo  were  roaming  over  the  plains  and  valleys  of  North 
and  South  Dakota,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Nebraska,  Kansas, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico  and  Texas.  The  elk,  the  antelope  and 
the  deer,  in  great  numbers,  slaked  their  thirst  in  the  waters  of 
the  Mississippi  and  its  tributaries  from  Lake  Itasca  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  Our  agricultural  public  domain,  properly 
conserved  and  doled  out  in  eighty-acre  homesteads  to  American 
citizens,  would  have  furnished  homes  and  independence  to  a 
hardy  and  patriotic  population  of  200,000,000 ! 

Today  the  poor  working  man  in  our  cities,  our  mines,  our 
"sweat-shops,"  our  steel  mills,  who  seeks  a  free  homestead  of 
even  five  acres  of  arable  land,  on  which  he  may  raise  potatoes, 
a  pig,  a  few  chickens,  a  cow  and  a  baby,  will  have  to  hunt  the 
deserts  of  Utah,  Nevada  and  Arizona,  and  "go  dry"  or  pay 
more  for  water  than  good  land  is  worth  in  Iowa  or  Illinois; 
or  else  seek  the  Arctic  regions  of  Alaska;  for  the  milder  coast 
regions  are  already  "gobbled." 

Not  only  have  the  British- American  syndicates  "gobbled" 
our  agricultural  lands,  but  they  have  "gobbled"  our  coal  areas, 
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our  timber  forests,  our  copper,  silver  and  gold  mines,  our 
water-powers,  our  shipping  interests,  and,  above  all,  the 
sources  of  public  knowledge  and  intelligence — our  great  news- 
papers and  magazines  I 

Thus  they  dole  out  to  helpless  millions  the  adulterated, 
often  poisoned,  "food  of  opinion"  so  much  lauded  by  Wood- 
row  Wilson  in  his  speech  to  the  members  of  the  "Associated 
Press"  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  April  20,  1916. 

Thus  the  great  financial  magnates,  syndicated  and  centered 
in  England's  financial  agents  in  America — J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co. 
— control  our  finances,  our  pulpits,  our  politics  and  our  poli- 
ticians !  They  control  them  in  the  interest  of  England,  for 
there  lie  their  profits ;  there  blats  the  "golden  calf" ;  there  clinks 
the  Almighty  Dollar! 

ARMS   AND    MUNITIONS    FOR    ENGLAND 

From  the  very  start  of  this  wicked  war  to  annihilate  Ger- 
many, England's  hired  men  in  America  began  in  concert  to 
preach  from  rostrum,  sanctum  and  pulpit  that  it  was  and  is 
lawfully,  morally  and  religiously  right  for  the  millionaires  of 
the  United  States  to  furnish  arms  and  all  munitions  of  war  to 
England  and  her  allies  to  crush  Germany.  Such  willing  ser- 
vants of  our  billionaire  syndicates  and  England  as  Howard 
Taft,  Colonel  Roosevelt,  Elihu  Root,  Senator  Lodge  and  Wood- 
row  Wilson  declare  it  "perfectly  legitimate"  according  to 
modern  international  law  (made  by  British  "Orders"),  although 
distinctly  condemned  by  all  the  old  recognized  authorities  on 
international  law,  from  Solon  and  Justinian  up  to  and  including 
De  Groot  (Grotius),  Vattel,  Blackstone,  Pitt,  Burke  and  Palm- 
erston ;  and  in  America  by  Alexander  Hamilton,  George  Wash- 
ington, Thomas  Jefferson,  Chancellor  Kent,  Daniel  Webster, 
William  H.  Seward,  Hamilton  Fish,  and  the  whole  line  of 
recognized  American  statesmen. 

The  law  of  nations  is  founded  on  moral  law.  No  fine-spun 
sophistry  or  pettifogging  can  obscure  the  question — Is  it  right? 

If  two  of  your  neighbors  are  fighting,  and  you  are  an  honest 
neutral,  is  it  right  by  the  moral  law  of  civilized  man  for  you 
to  furnish  either  or  both  combatants  with  weapons  to  kill  each 
other  and  destroy  their  homes,  their  wives  and  their  children.'* 
Is  it  right?  On  the  answer  to  that  question  by  honest 
civilized  men  hangs  the  law  of  civilized  nations.     //  it  is  mor- 
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ally  right,  the  whole  line  of  teachers  of  moral  law  from  Solo- 
mon, Confucius,  Plato,  Cicero  and  Jesus  down  to  Martin 
Luther,  Benjamin  Franklin  and  George  Washington,  are 
wrong.  Our  civilization  is  a  failure — Might  is  the  measure 
of  Right. 

These  willing  servants  of  the  great  Morgan  Syndicate  and 
England  conveniently  forget  that  all  the  neutral  nations 
except  the  United  States  (to  use  the  words  of  Woodrow  Wilson 
in  his  address  to  Congress  in  August,  1913,  on  the  war  in 
Mexico)  "follow  the  best  practice  of  nations  in  the  matter  of 
neutrality  by  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  arms  or  munitions 
of  war  of  any  kind"  to  any  of  the  belligerent  parties.  They 
conveniently  forget  that  this  was  exactly  what  Washington  did 
in  the  French-English  war  in  1794,  and  Jefferson  did  in  1807-8. 

They  conveniently  forget  that  this  is  the  exact  position  taken 
by  our  Government  in  the  Franco-Prussian  war  in  1870, 
in  the  China- Japan  war  in  1894-6  and  in  the  Russo-Japanese 
war  in  1904-6.  They  conveniently  forget  that  "During  our 
Civil  War,  when  our  national  existence  was  trembling  in  the 
balance  and  our  foreign  friends  were  few,  the  German  press 
and  people  were  steadily  on  our  side." — Andrew  D.  White,  late 
Ambasasdor  to  Berlin,  Autobiography ,  Vol  2,  page  169. 

They  conveniently  forget  that  during  our  war  with  Spain, 
when  our  Ambassador  at  Berlin  reported  to  the  German  Foreign 
Office  "that  a  Spanish  vessel  supposed  to  be  loaded  with  arms 
for  use  against  us  in  Cuba"  was  about  to  leave  Hamburg, 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  "promptly  ordered  that  vessel  overhauled 
and  searched  at  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe." — Andrew  D.  White, 
Autobiography,  Vol.  2,  pp.  168, 169,  et  seq.  But  the  intelligent 
artisans  and  working  men  of  America  will  not  lightly  forget 
the  emphatic  and  noble  words  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  to  the 
then  head  of  the  "Steel  Trust"  in  America: 

"FoM  in  America  may  do  what  you  please,  but  I  will  not 
suffer  capitalists  in  Germany  to  suck  the  life  out  of  the  work- 
ing men  and  then  fling  them  like  squeezed  lemon-skins  into  the 
gutter." — Andrew  D.  White,  Autobiography,  Vol.  2,  page  239. 

The  eminent  Andrew  D.  White,  late  Professor  of  History 
and  English  Literature  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  the  co- 
founder  and  organizer  of  Cornell  University,  Minister  to  Rus- 
sia, Minister  and  Ambassador  to  Germany,  President  of  the 
American  Delegation  at  the  Peace  Conference  at  The  Hague, 
1899,  a  marked  and  eminent  man  in  American  scholarship,  hi»- 
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tory  and  politics,  has  given  us  in  his  autobiography  a  just  esti- 
mate of  the  German  people  from  his  years  of  intimate  knowl- 
edge, and  a  comprehensive,  honoring  and  highly  praising  esti- 
mate and  opinion  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II — his  broad  "kultur/* 
broad-minded  patriotism,  love  of  peace,  progress  and  humanity, 
and  his  indefatigable  labor  for  the  welfare  of  his  people  and  the 
Fatherland,  which  every  American  ought  to  read,  not  only  in 
justice  to  Germany  and  the  Kaiser,  but  in  simple  justice  to 
himself  as  an  intelligent  and  worthy  American  citizen. 


ELIHU  ROOT,  ONE  OF  ENGLAND'S  ADVOCATES  AND 
ATTORNEYS  IN  AMERICA, 

For  more  than  a  year  the  British- American  Billionaire  Octo- 
pus has  been  secretly  planning  to  nominate  Elihu  Root  as  the 
Republican  candidate  for  president  in  1916,  knowing  that  Wil- 
son will  be  renominated  by  the  Democrats.  It  is  the  old  Tam- 
many game  of  "Heads  I  win,  tails  you  lose."  "There's  small 
choice  in  rotten  apples."  From  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co.'s  office  in 
Wall  Street  the  slimy  tentacles  of  the  octopus  have  silently 
stretched  out  over  the  United  States,  reaching  and  pulling  in 
Republican  politicians  and  Republican  newspapers.  Barnes 
of  Albany,  the  shrewd  political  "fixer,"  is  the  first  lieutenant, 
and  it  has  been  more  than  intimated  that  Colonel  Roosevelt,  as 
soon  as  he  discovers  that  he  cannot  be  nominated  himself,  will, 
out  of  his  hatred  of  the  Kaiser  for  the  fancied  snub  he  got  in 
Berlin  in  1910,  consent  to  act  as  Drum-Major  under  his  bosom 
friend  Barnes !  It  was  in  furtherance  of  this  scheme  that 
Colonel  Roosevelt  and  Elihu  Root  were  both  invited  to  and 
attended  the  recent  "Millionaires'  Dinner"  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  where  Roosevelt  and  Root  each  pledged  his  support  to 
the  other  in  case  either  of  the  ''par  nobile  fratrum'*  gets  the 
Republican  nomination  for  president  at  the  Chicago  conven- 
tion in  June. 

Who  is  Elihu  Root.'^  He  is  a  New  York  politician.  As  a 
member  of  President  Roosevelt's  cabinet,  he  heartily  seconded 
Roosevelt's  underhanded  work  in  bribing  the  Panamaians  to 
revolt  against  Colombia,  set  up  the  Republic  of  Panama,  and 
for  $10,000,000  to  grant  a  concession  and  a  ten-mile  wide  strip 
of  territory  for  the  Panama  Canal. 

As  Secretary  of  War  he  sent  from  our  arsenals  guns  and 
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ammunition  for  the  Panama  rebels,  and  when  Columbia  sent 
troops  to  suppress  them,  they  found  United  States 
troops  at  Colon  and  all  along  the  line  to  oppose.  The  Co- 
lombians were  compelled  to  withdraw,  and  a  treaty  is  now 
pending  for  ratification  in  the  United  States  Senate  to  pay 
Colombia  $25,000,000  for  our  outrage  of  her  rights  and  ter- 
ritory. 

We  could  have  built  the  proposed  Nicaraguan  Canal  with  the 
hearty  consent  and  co-operation  of  Nicaragua  for  $115,000,000 
(the  amount  estimated  by  our  ablest  engineers,  both  civil  and 
of  the  War  Department).  In  1900,  the  U.  S.  Commission 
headed  by  Rear  Admiral  John  G.  Walker,  after  spending  three 
years  in  their  labors  unanimously  condemned  the  Panama  route, 
and  endorsed  the  Nicaragua  route.  And  yet  Mr.  Roosevelt 
and  Mr.  Root,  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves, 
chose  the  route  through  Panama  and  paid  the  liquidator 
of  the  old  bankrupt  de  Lesseps  Company  $40,000,000 
for  a  forfeited  franchise  and  a  lot  of  old  junk,  not  worth  carting 
off,  planned  and  launched  a  rebellion  in  a  neighboring  and 
friendly  republic,  paid  their  co-conspirators  in  Panama  $10,- 
000,000  for  a  "franchise,"  and  the  Panama  Canal  today  has  cost 
this  nation  not  less  than  $450,000,000  and  American  dollars 
and  Panama  cliffs  are  still  sliding  into  it ! 

It  is  such  an  evident  blunder  (or  crime)  that  we  have  negoti- 
ated and  just  ratified  a  treaty  with  Nicaragua  giving  this  nation 
an  exclusive  franchise  to  construct  a  ship  canal  along  the  route 
in  Nicaragua  for  the  modest  sum  of  $3,000,000 ! 

As  Secretary  of  State  (1899-1904),  as  chief  counsel  for  the 
United  States  in  the  Arbitration  Court  at  The  Hague  in  1910, 
and  as  United  States  Senator  (1909-1915)  Elihu  Root  was  ever 
ready  to  defend  British  interests.  He  it  was  above  all  others 
who,  at  the  behest  of  England,  struck  from  the  Panama  Canal 
act  the  just  provision  of  free  passage  for  our  coast- wise  ships. 

It  is  he  that  now  defends  and  applauds  the  manufacture  in 
America  and  furnishing  to  England  hundreds  of  millions  of 
dollars'  worth  of  arms,  ammunition,  submarines  and  other 
munitions  of  war  to  help  the  unholy  alliance  crush  Germany. 
He  it  is  who  at  this  late  day — in  his  "keynote  speech"  for  the 
Republican  nomination  (New  York,  Feb.  15,  1916) — bitterly 
arraigns  and  condemns  President  Wilson  because  he  did  not  de- 
clare war  on  Germany  at  once  for  violating  the  territory  of 
Belgium ! 
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Of  his  speech  in  full,  which  occupies  eight  and  a  half  columns 
of  "the  biggest  newspaper  in  the  world" — the  Los  Angeles 
Times  (Feb.  20)^  five  columns  are  devoted  to  condemning  and 
berating  Germany  and  in  recoining  and  re-uttering  bogus  lies 
long  since  rung  on  the  counter  and  stamped  false. 

In  his  entire  speech  not  one  word  against  his  client,  John 
Bull,  or  even  a  reference  to  his  hundred  acts  of  piracy  on  our 
ships,  mail-pouches  and  cargoes  in  this  war,  or  England's  viola- 
lation  of  the  territory  of  Greece,  Chili  and  Sweden,  or  her  dia- 
bolical and  persistent  attempt  to  starve  to  death  the  non-combat- 
ant men,  women  and  children  of  Germany. 

A  provision  in  our  present  tariff  law  reducing  the  tariff  five 
per  cent  on  merchandise  and  articles  imported  in  American 
ships  remains  a  dead-letter,  because  (1)  Mr.  Wilson  and  Elihu 
Root  have  doubts  whether  it  might  not  conflict  with  our  treaties 
with  England  and  to  settle  Wilson's  doubt  he  orders  the  collec- 
tors of  customs  to  disregard  that  plain  provision  of  the  law! 
(2)  Since  this  war  began  England  has  captured  and  confiscated 
a  large  share  of  our  merchant  ships  and  cargoes  and  driven 
the  rest  from  the  high  seas  ! 

This  she  has  done  with  deliberate  intent  to  destroy  our  com- 
merce, as  well  as  the  commerce  of  all  other  neutral  nations,  and 
monopolize  the  carrying  trade  and  commerce  of  the  world 
with  her  own  ships  now  and  hereafter. 

In  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  war  England  held  up,  cap- 
tured and  confiscated  200  American  non-contraband  cargoes  and 
a  large  number  of  American  ships.  Under  British  "Orders  in 
Council" — mere  ipse  dixits  of  himself,  in  defiance  of  the  law 
and  custom  of  all  civilized  nations,  the  old  pirate  of  the  seas 
has  to  this  date  held  up  and  captured  over  300  American  car- 
goes and  confiscated  more  than  $100,000,000  of  American  neu- 
tral merchandise,  and  still  the  piracy  goes  daily  on,  while  we 
are  furnishing  Britain  and  her  allies  with  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollars'  worth  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  to  crush  and 
destroy  Germany,  the  only  true  and  honest  friend  we  ever  had 
in  Europe,  Thus,  with  charity  for  none  and  perfidy  to  all,  the 
English  cabinet  pursues  Britain's  traditional  and  selfish  policy. 
To  men  who  desire  detailed  proofs  of  this  I  commend  the  re- 
markable and  accurate  article  of  Hon.  Henry  Vollmer  of  Iowa, 
entitled : 
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"AMERICAN  RIGHTS  AND  ENGLISH  INSOLENCE," 

published  in  the  "International"  and  in  the  Illinois  Staats- 
Zeitung,  Jan.  3,  1916,  et  seq.,  I  could  add  nothing  but  sur- 
plusage to  Mr.  Vollmer's  able  and  unanswerable  article. 

WHO  IS  COLONEL  ROOSEVELT.? 

According  to  honest  Uncle  Jo  Cannon,  Roosevelt  is  the  best 
advertised  "Circus  and  Menagerie  Combined"  since  the  days 
of  P.  T.  Barnum.  His  political  career  furnishes  strong  proof 
of  the  truth  of  P.  T.  Barnum's  assertion  that  "The  American 
people  like  to  be  humbugged/* 

In  the  Colonel's  own  "key-note  speech"  for  himself  in  Chi- 
cago on  April  29th  last,  he  proclaims:  "I  abhor  unjust  and 
wanton  war.  If  there  were  a  great  war  my  sons  would  go, 
and  probably  all  my  young  kinsfolk  would  go.  If  the  war 
became  serious  enough  I  would  go  myself.  *  *  *  *  I 
would  rather  have  my  sons  go  than  have  them  stay  at  home 
under  conditions  which  would  make  their  children  ashamed 
of  being  Americans." 

I  suppose  by  the  words  "all  my  young  kinsfolk"  the  war-like 
Colonel  includes  the  entire  Roosevelt  petticoat  brigade  except 
"Dear  Maria."  From  his  autobiography  it  appears  that  the 
Colonel  is  proud  of  his  "Holland-Dutch  blood,"  and  his  ances- 
tral kinsfolk  who  settled  in  and  around  New  Amsterdam  and  in 
Nieuw  Nederlandts  above  and  below  "Spijt  den  Duyvel,"  in  the 
days  of  the  renowned  Wouter  Van  Twiller,  Wilhelm  the  Testy, 
and  the  valorous  Peter  Stuyvesant  (  Peter  the  Headstrong) 
called  by  the  New  Amsterdammers  Peter  de  Groodt — or  in 
Dutch-English,  Piet  de  Pig.  Knickerbocker's  famous  "History 
of  New  York"  does  not  mention  the  Roosevelts.  They  were  per- 
haps represented  by  old  Ten  Breck  (Ten  Breeches)  who  was 
drowned  at  Oyster  Bay  and  from  whose  body  they  peeled  ten 
pairs  of  breeches.     Hence  the  name. 

Diedrich  Knickerbocker,  in  his  painstaking  "History  of 
New  York,"  has  recorded  the  names  of  all  the  old  Dutch 
burgers  and  settlers  in  New  Amsterdam  and  the  entire  province 
of  Nieuw  Niederlandts,  including  the  founders  of  the  present 
well  known  families —  the  Van  Cortlandts,  the  Van  Wycks, 
the  Van  Dycks,  the  Ten  Eycks,  the  Ten  Brecks,  the  Harden 
Brecks,  the  Van  Nesses,  the  Van  Tassels,  the  Van  Hoesens, 
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the  Van  Dams,  the  Van  Wynkles,  the  Van  Pelts,  the  Van 
Rensselaers,  the  Van  Rippers,  the  Van  Skippers,  the  Van 
Horns,  the  Van  Burens,  the  Van  Buncombs  and  the  Van  Bumps, 
the  Van  Bummels,  the  Van  Bummers,  the  Vander  Hoofs,  the 
Vander  Hocks,  the  Vander  Voorts,  the  Vander  Pools,  the 
Vander  Poops,  the  Vander  Bilts,  the  Vander  Bilks,  and  a  host 
of  others,  representatives  of  both  "the  Long  Pipes"  and  "the 
Short  Pipes" — in  short,  every  name  recorded  in  the  annals 
and  records  of  New  Amsterdam  and  entire  Nieuw  Nederlandts, 
but  I  fail  to  find  in  the  whole  list  the  Holland-Dutch  name  of 
Roosevelt,  Rosenfelt,  or  Roosterbelt.  However,  the  careful 
and  delving  historian,  Diedrich  Knickerbocker,  intimates  that 
the  old  Dutch  annals  and  records  do  not  contain  the  names  of 
the  "shepens"  who  were  mere  body-servants — bottle-holders 
and  pipe-carriers  for  the  burgermeisters  and  other  mynheers 
of  quality.  It  has  been  intimated  by  some  of  the  Colonel's 
friends  that  he  is  a  descendant,  on  his  great-great-great-great- 
grandmother's  side,  of  Anthony  Van  Corlear,  the  noisy  trump- 
eter who,  when  apprehended  and  brought  into  the  presence 
of  Governor  Piet  Stuyvesant  {Peter  the  Headstrong)  and  ac- 
costed by  Piet:  "Prythee,  who  and  what  art  thou?"  replied: 

**I  am  the  son  of  my  mother.  *  *  ^  \  am  champion 
and  garrison  of  this  great  city  of  New  Amsterdam." 

"How  didst  thou  acquire  this  paramount  honor  and  dig- 
nity?" said  old  Piet. 

"Marry,  sir,"  replied  Antony,  "like  many  a  great  man  be- 
fore me — simply  by  sounding  my  own  trumpet.** 

We  do  not  find  any  of  the  ancestral  Roosevelts  mentioned  in 
the  annals  of  the  Revolution  except  possibly  under  the  head 
of  "cow-boys"  who  furnished  beef  and  buttermilk  to  the  British 
garrison  of  New  York,  or  the  Dutch  gardeners  and  fishermen 
at  Oyster  Bay,  who  supplied  Benedict  Arnold  with  turnips, 
sauerkraut,  clams  and  oysters  while  the  traitor,  as  a  British 
general,  was  burning  the  homes  and  plantations  of  the  "Yankee 
rebels"  at  Piquag  and  along  the  coast  of  Connecticut  and  pro- 
tecting the  "Tories"  of  Long  Island  and  the  "cow-boys"  of 
Mannahata,  Communipaw  and  "Spijt  den  Duyvel."  Nor  do 
we  find  any  of  the  Roosevelt  kinsfolk  mentioned  in  the  his- 
tories of  the  War  of  1812,  or  our  Civil  War.  The  only  Roose- 
velt blood  mentioned  in  history  or  poetry  as  shed  for  our 
"ge-lorious  country"  was  shed  on  a  barb-wire  fence  on  San  Juan 
hill  in  Cuba  in  the  American-Spanish  War. 
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The  Colonel  has  been  firing  off  his  bombs  and  batteries  of 
patriotism  ever  since  that  historic  day  with  the  accompani- 
ment of  brass  bands,  blaring  drums  and  the  bray  of  an  or- 
ganized staff  of  press  reporters.  When  we  had  no  war  on 
our  hands  he  "struck  out"  for  the  deadly  jungles  of  Africa, 
and  wreaked  his  patriotic  vengeance  on  lions,  elephants,  jack- 
alls,  "rhinos,"  antelopes,  wart-pigs  and  bob-tailed  monkeys. 
Returning  with  his  brass  bands,  streaming  banners  and  bril- 
liant staff  of  reporters,  it  is  said,  as  he  came  sweeping  down 
the  Nile,  the  Pyramids  they  trembled  and  the  Sphynx  he 
winked  and  wondered,  while  far-off  Aetna  and  Vesuvius 
"caught  on"  and  began  to  "beller" — *'Hail  to  the  Mighty 
Hunter!" 

At  Cairo  in  a  public  pronunciamento  he  instructed  the 
Khedive  and  the  British  lords  and  masters  how  to  run  Egypt 
and  the  Sudan,  and  came  within  an  ace  of  getting  mobbed  by 
the  "Young  Turks"  and  Arabian  students.  At  Rome,  received 
with  Italian  enthusiasm  and  publicly  embraced  by  King  Vic- 
tor Emanuel,  he  proceeded  with  a  grand  retinue  to  the  Vati- 
can, and  presented  the  big  toe  of  his  right  foot  to  the  Pope 
to  be  kissed.  Paris  went  wild  over  him.  She  always  goes 
wild  over  a  new  "hero,"  or  a  new  discovery  in  zoology  or 
petticoats. 

Loaded  with  honors,  blazing  with  eclat  and  egotism,  the 
Colonel  notified  the  Kaiser  that  he  and  his  staff  would  arrive 
in  Berlin  en  train  de  luxe  on  a  certain  day. 

The  Colonel  confidently  expected  that  the  Kaiser  in  person, 
at  the  head  of  a  whole  brigade  of  helmeted  Uhlans,  would 
meet  him  at  the  railway  station  and  escort  him  with  blaring 
bugles  between  whole  double-lined  divisions  of  royal  in- 
fantry at  present  arms,  along  Unter  den  Linden  ablaze  with 
flags  and  streamers,  to  the  royal  palace ! 

Instead,  the  Kaiser  sent  an  officer  of  his  personal  staff  with 
a  modest  guard  to  present  the  Kaiser's  compliments  to  Colonel 
Roosevelt  as  ex-president  of  the  United  States,  and  escort 
him  to  his  hotel.  Precisely  the  same  reception  accorded  by 
the  Kaiser  to  ex-president  Harrison  when  he  visited  Berlin. 
As  in  the  case  of  ex-President  Harrison  an  invitation  to 
dine  with  the  Kaiser  followed.  But  Roosevelt's  inflated  pride 
was  pricked.  He  was  mad,  and  he  has  been  roaring  mad  at 
the  Kaiser  and  all  Germany  ever  since. 
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PATRIOTISM  BY  THE  CAR-LOAD 

It  is  wonderful  how  the  patriotism  of  the  politicians  in  these 
United  States  swells,  blazes,  crackles  and  explodes  in  every 
presidential  campaign,  and  especially  just  before  the  nomi- 
nating national  convention  of  either  party.  Then  it  is  that 
war  looms  on  the  horizon.  We  suddenly  find  our  beloved 
country  in  deadly  peril!  The  bloody  Mexicans  are  planning 
to  unite,  cross  the  Rio  Grande  and  burn  San  Antonio,  cap- 
ture New  Orleans  and  march  on  Los  Angeles,  Denver  and 
St.  Louis!  The  wily  Japs  are  whetting  their  butcher  knives 
in  Hawaii  and  California !  A  whole  shipload  of  blood-thirsty 
Germans  have  sneaked  through  the  British  blockade  and  are 
about  to  land  on  Long  Island,  capture  Oyster  Bay  and  burn 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  Colonel  yells: 

"Rally  round  the  flag,  boys,  rally  once  again, 
Shouting  the  battle-cry  of  'Freedom !' — " 

and  nominate  me  for  president!  My  hat's  in  the  ring  agin. 
I  am  the  man  to  save  the  country.  All  my  kinsfolks  in  pants 
and  petticoats  are  ready  to  enlist  for  the  wa-ar  And  I'll  go 
agin  if  I  have  to.  Save  our  country !  Save  our  beloved  coun- 
try !  Save  our  ge-lorious  country  by  electing  me  president 
once  more !" 

That  is  the  quintessence  of  Teddy's  recent  "key-note  speech" 
in  Chicago.  Wonderful  how  anxious  the  politicians  are  to 
save  the  country  by  promoting  themselves !  Wonderful  how 
patriotism  always  boils  and  bubbles,  bubbles  and  boils  in  the 
bursting  hearts  of  our  politicians,  our  editors,  our  gun-and- 
ammunition  makers  and  their  billionaire  backers — just  before 
election! 

Wonderful  how  the  little  man  in  the  White  House,  boil- 
ing over  with  patriotism,  bobs  up  and  down  in  the  chair,  and 
spills  himself  over  the  country.  "Let's  fight  for  England," 
says  England's  champion,  Senator  Henry  Cabot  Lodge. 
"Let's  get  ready  for  war !  We  ought  to  have  declared  war 
on  Germany  for  violating  Belgium,"  peeps  Attorney  Elihu 
Root.  Roosevelt  has  been  yelling  for  eighteen  months — "Let's 
git  ready  for  wa-ar  an  fight!  We  must  lick  that  bloody 
Kaiser!    Let's  git  ready  for  rva-ah!** 

"The  Kaiser  lias  got  to  obey  the  rules  of  my  school,  or  we'll 
have  wa-ar!  Let's  get  ready!"  whines  the  schoolmaster  in  the 
White  House. 
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"Let's  get  ready  for  war !"  says  the  Billionaire  British- 
American  Syndicate  of  which  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co.  are  the  head. 

"Let's  get  ready  for  war!"  howl  in  chorus  all  the  gun-and- 
munition  makers  in  America! 

And  Roosevelt  pleads  in  tears  at  Chicago — "All  my  kins- 
folk^ big  and  little,  male  and  female,  are  ready  to  enlist:  let's 
git  ready  fer  wa-ar!    Draft  me  into  the  White  House!" 

Sensible  men  say:  Let  us  keep  cool  and  read  once  more 
Washington's  Farewell  Address  to  us,  his  countrymen — in 
which,  among  many  other  wise  things,  he  says : 

"The  duty  of  holding  a  neutral  conduct  may  be  inferred, 
without  anything  more,  from  the  obligation  which  justice  and 
humanity  impose  on  every  nation,  in  case  in  which  it  is  free 
to  act,  to  maintain  inviolate  the  relations  of  peace  and  amity 
toward   other  nations." 

"Observe  good  faith  and  justice  towards  all  nations;  culti- 
vate peace  and  harmony  with  all.  Religion  and  morality  en- 
join this  conduct,  and  can  it  be,  that  good  policy  does  not 
equally  enjoin  it?  It  will  be  worthy  of  a  free,  enlightened, 
and,  at  no  distant  period,  a  great  nation,  to  give  to  mankind 
the  magnanimous  and  too  novel  example  of  a  people  always 
guided  by  an  exalted  justice  and  benevolence." 

"Against  the  insidious  wiles  of  foreign  influence  (I  con- 
jure you  to  believe  me,  fellow  citizens),  the  jealousy  of  a 
free  people  ought  to  be  constantly  awake." 

"Excessive  partiality  for  one  foreign  nation,  and  excessive 
dislike  of  another,  cause  those  whom  they  actuate  to  see  danger 
only  on  one  side,  and  serve  to  veil  and  even  second  the  arts 
of  influence  on  the  other.  Real  patriots,  who  may  resist  the 
intrigues  of  the  favorite  are  liable  to  become  suspected  and 
odious ;  while  its  tools  and  dupes  usurp  the  applause  and  con- 
fidence of  the  people,  to  surrender  their  interests." 

"Constantly  keep  in  view,  that  it  is  folly  in  one  nation  to 
look  for  disinterested  favors  from  another." 

"In  offering  to  you,  my  countrymen,  these  counsels  of  an 
old  and  affectionate  friend,  I  dare  not  hope  they  will  make 
the  strong  and  lasting  impression  I  could  wish;  that  they  will 
control  the  usual  current  of  the  passions,  or  prevent  our  na- 
tion from  running  the  course  which  has  hitherto  marked  the 
destiny  of  nations.  But,  if  I  may  even  flatter  myself,  that 
they  may  be  productive  of  some  partial  benefit,  some  occasional 
good;   that  they   may   now  and  then   recur  to   moderate   the 
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fury  of  party  spirit,  to  warn  against  the  mischiefs  of  foreign 
intrigue,  to  guard  against  the  impostures  of  pretended  patriot- 
ism; this  hope  will  be  a  full  recompense  for  the  solicitude  for 
jour  welfare,  by  which  they  have  been  dictated." 

Let  us  keep  cool,  be  honest,  be  just,  and  keep  this  nation 
from  an  unholy  war  for  the  greed  of  the  Money-Bags  of  Wall 
Street  and  their  servile  "patriots." 

The  eminent  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  hit  not  far  from  the  mark 
when  he  said:  "Patriotism  is  the  last  refuge  of  a  scoundrel.'* 

There  is  a  limit  to  everything  and  I  must  close;  but  there 
appears  to  be  no  limit  to  England's  aggressions  and  insults, 
or  Woodrow  Wilson's  submission  and  willing  servitude  to  the 
British- American  Billionaire  Syndicate  headed  by  J.  P.  Morgan 
&  Co.  and  defended  by  Elihu  Root,  Col.  Roosevelt  and  Senator 
Lodge. 

Meantime,  America's  vital  interests  and  honor  are  suffering 
insult  and  injury  from  our  old-time  enemy,  the  Pirate  of  the 
Seas.  Has  the  lure  of  British  gold  sapped  the  sap  of  patriot- 
ism and  honor  from  the  veins  and  marrow-bones  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  as  it  has  from  our  millionaire  gun-and-ammunition 
makers,  our  purchasable  politicians  and  our  venal  newspapers  ? 
Next  November  will  tell.  Mr.  Root's  and  Colonel  Roosevelt's 
"key-note  speech"  may  each  prove  a  funeral  oration.  I  still 
have  faith  in  the  key-note  of  the  American  people.
